A, 177 priority targets in South China and North Vietnam 
B. Targets in the Laos/South China border area; 
Cc. Targets in the Sino-Indian border area. 
A. South China/North Vietnam 


1. During the period 28 June to 4 July, two BLUE SPRINGS and 
25X1 12 [| missions were flown. A high altitude BLUE SPRINGS mission 
covered three priority targets in North Vietnam and a low altitude mission 
covered segments of the Hanoi Ping Hsiang railroad. Also according to field 


25X1 reporting, the [mis sions covered ten priority targets in North 
Vietnam.

in South China and 11 priority targets in North Vietnam. Photography 
obtained by KH-4 missions does not normally provide detail necessary for 
base line/ surveillance coverage and is not considered for inclusion in Tab A. 


3, Tab A shows 55 of the 177 priority targets in South China and 
North Vietnam on which satisfactory base line/surveillance coverage has 
been obtained since 1 March 1966. Two targets in North Vietnam, accounted 
for as follows, were added to the base line total:

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Surveillance requirements were satisfied on seven targets in North Vietnam. 
The number of times each target was satisfactorily covered is shown as well 
as the dates of initial and most recent satisfactory coverage since ] March 1966 
This information is provided in order to record the progress in obtaining base 


line coverage and the frequency of surveillance of the priority targets in 
South China and North Vietnam. 


4. As a matter of record, the map at Tab B shows both high and 


low resolution coverage reported as acquired on priority targets in South China/ 
North Vietnam since 7 June 1966.
